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Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Royalton: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1947, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Five one-teacher schools and the South Royalton Grad- 
ed and High School were maintained for 36 weeks. There 
were nine elementary and six high school teaching posi- 
tions. The average number of pupils enrolled in the ele- 
mentary schools was 223, and the average daily attendance 
was 195.61. The average number enrolled in high school 
was 127, and the average daily attendance was 112.70. Six- 
ty-five of the high school pupils were residents of the town, 
and 62 were non-resident tuition pupils. The average cost 
per pupil was, for elementary schools $94.57, and for high 
school $157.87. Fifty-three elementary pupils were trans- 
ported at an average cost of $52.07. Tuitions were paid for 
six resident elementary school pupils and one high school 
pupil. 

The total number of elementary school pupils enrolled 
was 229. One hundred eighty-two were promoted, ten were 
promoted conditionally, 24 were not promoted, 11 transfer- 
red to other schools, and two dropped out of school. Of the 
129 enrolled in the high school, 116 were promoted, one was 
promoted conditionally, one was not promoted, two trans- 
ferred to other schools, and nine dropped out of school. 


The average enrollment in the elementary school in- 
creased from 188 in the 1945 - 1946 year to 223 in 1946 - 
1947. When schools opened in September, 1947, it was ne- 
cessary to open another primary room at the village school. 
This was accomplished without increasing the number of 
teaching positions in the town through the cooperation of 
the people at Broad Brook and Dairy Hill in closing their 
schools and the trustees of the Methodist church in provid- 
ing space for a classroom. At the same time the Russ school 
was reopened. 

The school property was improved by providing water- 
flush toilets at North Royalton to replace the unusable 
chemical outfit, and by installing an electric pump in the 
water supply line at the Center school to give the needed 
pressure. The Center school needs an improved sewage 
disposal system and a new heating unit. The building should 


35 


also be painted. The projects at both schools have been ap- 
proved and the State will aid to the extent of one-half of 
the cost if this does not exceed $900 for either school in any 
one year. Similar improvements need to be made at the 
Russ and Sewall schools. 

There are two major difficulties that are preventing 
the erection of the auditorium - gymnasium. In the first 
place, the estimated cost for the size of building needed is 
very much in excess of the amount of money available at 
the present time. In the second place, the proposed site is 
not considered suitable for the first unit of a modern high 
school plant. The first difficulty may be overcome by post- 
poning construction until building costs are lower or by 
alteration of plans in order to lessen the cost. The second 
difficutly is fundamental and should receive prior consid- 
eration because of its importance in planning wisely for the 
future educational needs of the community. The best ad- 
vice available indicates that the only desirable sites within 
or near the village of South Royalton for a modern high 
school building are on the higher land areas adjacent to 
the baseball field. It would seem that agreement should be 
sought first on the proper location of the building. 


The condition and needs of the schools are serious. 
There is danger that equality of educational opportunity 
may be lost in many of the smaller towns of the State. An 
increasing proportion of the financial resources of the peo- 
ple is being taken away by the larger tax areas each year 
than is being returned to them to carry on their local pub- 
lic business. The relative financial condition of the more 
unfortunate families makes them less able to provide ade- 
quate food, medical necessities, and suitable and regular 
transportation for their children of school age. Competi- 
tion for the services of professionally qualified teachers has 
taken away more than one-half of such people from the one 
and two-teacher schools. A State Council of Education has 
recently been formed, at the invitation of the State Board 
of Education, to help with problems growing out of these 
conditions. 


The situation affecting the schools in nearly every 
town is critical and demands that the best thought of every 
interested person be directed toward the resulting prob- 
lems. Such effort could be made effective through a Citi- 
zens’ Committee or Local Education Council, like the State 
Council, to study problems and report practical solutions 
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to the local school authorities. Councils of this kind are be- 
ing formed throughout the State and these groups of inter- 
ested people, acting upon the invitation of the Board of 
School Directors, are giving invaluable service to the cause 
of education. 

I am grateful to the school directors, parents, teachers, 
community organizations and townspeople for their sup- 
port.

High School Report 


At the end of the first half of the school year 131 pupils 
had registered in the high school, but withdrawals leave a 
present enrollment of 116. Tunbridge sends 26 pupils here, 
Sharon sends 11, Randolph, 6, Bethel, 3, Strafford, 4, New 
York City, 1, Norwich, 1, Barnard, 1, and the State of Ver- 
mont, 2, a total of 55 non-resident pupils. The total enroll- 
ment, 116, lists 64 girls and 52 boys. 

The high school faculty is composed of the same teach- 
ers who served last year, and Mrs. Asa Simmons continues 
to teach music two days each week. No changes have been 
made in the courses of study offered last year except that 
Trigonometry will be added as a half-year course this pres- 
ent semester. 

The school body is grateful for the usual good support: 
of its activities by the public. The baseball field is being 
improved and this improvement has been made possible by 
contributions of the Alumni, American Legion and others.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town, State, and Federal Funds make it possible for 
residents of Royalton to join with the people of many other 
towns and villages of various sections of the nation in en- 
joying the advantages and protection of the Public Health 
Nursing Program. 

The tax funds used in supporting Public Health Nurs- 
ing Services are derived in the following manner: 10% is 
appropriated from Town funds; 28% from the State of 
Vermont; while the remaining 62% is derived from Fed- 
eral funds. 

With the current national shortage of nurses, the Pub- 
lic Health Nursing Program is severely handicapped today 
by the many difficulties encountered in procuring a suffi- 
cient number of properly qualified nurses who are capable 
of assuming duties and responsibilities that the average 
nurse is not especially trained to handle. 

The responsibility of your Public Health Nurse, Mrs. 
Margaret Putney, R. N., is determined by the health needs 
of the town and the money available for carrying on the 
work. It may include the following activities: assisting ex- 
pectant mothers to carry out their physician’s instructions 
for good prenatal care; care of the new mother and baby; 
health supervision of the infant, pre-school, school child, 
and adult, including the prevention and control of disease, 
and aiding in the correction of defects. These are just a 
few of the services made possible by your public health 
nurse. 

Following is a summarization of the services of the 
Public Health Nurse from December 1, 1946, to December

_ REPORT OF COOPERATIVE BLISTER RUST CON- 
TROL WORK, ROYALTON, VT., 1947 


At the Annual Town Meeting on March 4, 1947, the 
voters of the Town of Royalton approved the appropriation 
of $200.00 of town money to be used in cooperation with 
State and Federal funds for the control of white pine blis- 
ter rust. 

The actual work of eradicating currant and gooseberry 
bushes was started Aug. lst. The work was completed on 
Aug. 9, 1947. A crew of ten men was employed in doing 
this work. The location of the areas eradicated was select- 
ed by the district leader with the approval of the town of- 
ficials. The areas on which eradication work was conducted 
were in the northern part of the town. 

White pines were found to be infected on the areas 
worked. However, the work accomplished this year will 
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establish control to such an extent that if this control is 
maintained no further damage should take place. 

The statistical summary below shows in brief the re- 
sults and cost of the control work during 1947. In addition 
to the State and Federal expenditures shown in the sum- 
mary the State and Federal Governments furnished trans- 
portation, equipment and materials for the crews and su- 
pervision for the work.

QUALIFICATIONS OF TOWN MEETING VOTERS 


Section 3422 of the Public Laws, as amended by No. 
47 of the Acts of 1941 of the General Assembly, reads as 
follows: 


VOTERS. A male or female citizen, twenty-one years 
of age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, 
including poll, is taken in a town at the annual assessment 
preceding a town meeting, and whose poll, old age assist- 
ance and flood taxes due such town, were paid prior to Feb- 
ruary 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has attained 
the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual 
assessment and resided in the town since April 1 last pre- 
ceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, 
while residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting. 
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
